“Though the story is set in Duho- 
mey, the actual location of the film 
was Ghia, in West Afrion.” he sid. 
“The natives, their culture, even the 
tribal king in the film, are all au- 
thentic. This is the real tribal Africa 
rarely scen in movies. Usuubly, Afri- 
ca is pictured us a ‘Tarzan Fantusy 
land, or the nostalgic Hemingway- 
esque Africa of The Snows of Kili- 
manjaro and Out of Africa." 

Cabra Verde is the third film Her- 
zog has made about a white man 
journeying into the jungle to fulfil 
delusions of grandeur (the others 
are Aguirre, the Wrath of God and 
Fitzearraldo, also starring actor 
Klaus Kinski). What is it ubout this 
theme that has such an attraction for 

him? 

“This was a childhood fantasy of 
mine, going off into the wilderness 
and setting up my own kingdom. | 
think it reflects my Bavarian back- 
ground, It’s important to distinguish 
between the Bavarian culture that 
Produced so many great poets and 
artists, and that of northern Germa- 
ny, the Prussian culture that loves 
order, regimentation. 

“The Prussians make war and the 
Bavarians make dreams. There is 1 
strong clement of the wildly imagi- 
native and fantastic in Bavarian cul- 
ture, typified by King Ludwig and 
his fantasy castles. A film like Fitz- 
cerrado is very Bavarian, i think: 
King Ludwig could have directed 
it."

WERNER HERZOG'S Cobra 
Verde can't be anything but a bad 
joke. There is no other explanation 
for tha existence of this ridiculous 
movie about a Brazilian bandit dis- 
patched by the owners of the big 
plantations ta Dahomey, to rustle 
up the slaves they need. It is a pre- 
tentious historical pageart dispiay- 
ing some ‘of the clumsiest filmmak- 
ing in years. 

From the atroclous English dub- 
bing, through the hammy perfor- 
mance of every speaking part, to a 
completely muddled story line, 
there is absolutely nothing te rescue 
this venture from total failure, 
Which is astonishing, for even those 
who have never been among Her- 
zog's ardent fans had to admit there 
was a certain inspiration and magic 
in cartier films like Apion, Stros- 
zek and Firzcarraldo. How he could 
fall so low ix a mystery. 

True, his talent was never an epic 
one: il was more in the domain of 
poetry that he distinguished himself, 
speciniizing in tragic lyrical portcaits 
of outcasts rejected by rigid society 

structures, as in The Mystery of Ka- 
Spar Hauser, the film that made him 
famous.

“You have to understand,” he 
said, “that the German film industry 
simply ceased to exist for a few de- 
cades after the war. Italy developed 
neo-realist filmmaking in the past- 
war years; we had nothing. A huge 
historical and cultural gap devel- 
oped for my generation in this peri- 
od. We were a generation without 
fathers - both real ones, in many 
cases, and artistic ones. 

“When young Germans like my- 
self and Fassbinder started to make 
films in the late ‘60s, it was almost as 
if we had to start from scratch, 
which was why we often had to act 
as our own producers. We had to try 
to make German culture ‘legitimate’ 
again. For artistic inspiration, we 
had to go back before the war years, 
the Nazi period, to silent German 
filmmakers like F. W. Murnaeu, 
whose Nosferatu was a tremendous 
influence on me.” 


THESE CIRCUMSTANCES may 
also account for Herzog's predilec- 
tion for filming in far-flung, isolated 
locations, In fact, he arrived at Hai- 
fa straight from filming a nomadic 
tribal gathering in the heart of the 
Sahara desert. 

“T've always felt as if | was totally 
alone as a filmmaker, that I had to 
go off and reinvent cinema with 
each of my movies. I almost get 
angry when I see or hear about oth- 
er directors making films; it makes

One could argue that Francisco 
Manoel da Silva, also known as Co- 
bra Verde, is just such an outcast. 
He robs the rich in Brazil, he joins 
them, but then humitiates them by 
impregnating their daughters. He 
goes to Affica and strikes a deal 
with a mad king, whose brother he 
helps, to take over the throne, and 
all this he does all by himself, with 
no help from anyone.

Herzog vehemently claimed that 
there has been method in his 
madness.

Herzog disappointed those 
at the Haifa Festival who were 
expecting similarly outrageous 
behaviour: there was no shoe- 
cating. But the controversy that 
seems to dog the filmmaker wmed 
up in another form. 

Following the screening of Cobra 
Verde, he was verbally assaulted by 
another festival guest, the West In- 
dian director Felix De Rooy. He’ 
accused Herzog of glamorizing the 
Slave trade, promoting the stereo- 
type of submissive black characters, 
and failing to present any point of 
view from the victims. 

“I don’t pretend that this is a bal- 
anced film," replied Herzog. "I'ma 
white European, and ἴ can only hon- 
estly, authentically, show slavery 
through the eyes of the masters, not 
the slaves. Black filmmakers need to 
show the other side of the story; ἃ 
false ‘balance’ from me would be 
dishonest and boring.” 

This reply failed to mollify De 
Rooy, who continued to hurl pro- 
fanities at Herzog. The director 
took it calmly, saying, “It’s okay, I'm 
used to it; I've been attacked 
worse before.” 

As De Rooy went on, Herzog’s 
face took on a faraway expression - 
perhaps looking ahead to the next 
Jungle or desert, where he would be 
able to get as far away as possible 
from his fellow filmmakers.

THE CURRENT series of shows at 
the Jerusalem Artists House is, as 
usual, a very mixed bag, 

The liveliest effort is that of art 
teacher Nahum Oltchik (b.Degania, 
1951), a sometime instructor at the 
Bezalel and a pupil of Joseph 
Hirsch. Oltchik shows acrylics on 
card, gouaches and a few walerco- 
lours, the lntter betraying some in- 
fluence of his teacher. As with 
Hirsch, many of the subjects are 
figures seated or lying down in- 
doors, but Oltchik employs a lively 
calligraphic manner and fairly bold 
and boldly placed colours to create 
semi-abstract or loosely expression- 
ist pictures rather than depictions. 
‘The method also enables him to 
fudge the drawing of tricky bits like 
eyes und hands. The expressionist 
method is carried over into Oltchik's 
landscapes, the best of which is an

but tv find something new to sily 
with it. 


Menes has for years been experi- 
menting with new ways ta look at 
the Jerusalem landscape, mostly by 
seeing it through objects like balco- 
ny railings or parked cars, which are 
used as inner-compositional de- 
vices; several such cars appear again 
in her current show. She also relies 
on safe formula, indicating outlines 
in pencil and filling them in with flat 
washes (4,16) or small dabs of col- 
our surrounded by white paper. The 
results are attractive but seen better 
singly rather than in repetitious 
company . This time there is howev- 
er one large work (and Menes usual- 
ly works on large sheets), a moun- 
tain landscape (11) that has been 
painted wet-on-wet without delinea- 
.tion, allowing the spreading pig- 
ment to soften the hillside contours 
and exist for their own sake as 
patches of tone. Oriental painters 
have of course been doing this for 
more than 500 years, but the ap- 
proach may lead Menes to abandon 
her safety-net.

IT IS difficult to react passively to 

Yehuda Porbuchrai's colourless 
paintings, a series of psychologically 
mannered canvases in which sub- 
jects are described in austere blacks, 
whites and tones of grey. 

Porbuchrai's objective, to con- 
front the viewer with pictorial mate- 
rial that transcends realism as well 
as seductive expressionism, is excel- 
fently achieved in powerful verti- 
cally oriented, still life, whose sim- 
ple content is condensed and 
intensified within compressed interi- 
or spaces, 

Framed in vice-like angles provid- 
ed by portals, balconies and win- 
dows, near-silhouettes of potted 
plants and isolated pieces of asceti- 
cally drawn furniture provide Por- 
buchrai with subject matler that ucts 
as a replacement for the artist him- 
self. To heighten the human drama 
(the exhibit is titled "I, The Still 
Life"), Porbuchrai has stripped his 
environment of sentimental objects 
or associative symbols (colour or 
form) in order to establish αὶ dream 
world of the unconscious, where 
events are interpreted, nat chroni- 
cled; and the human condition is 
teduced to its basic, clashing, forms. 

Without diminishing the abrasive- 
ness or the cynicism of his previous 
figurative cunvases, in which razor- 
sharp edges engulfed shapes of cacu- 
pheale colours and patterns, Por- 
mchrai paints in a technique that 
echoes Van Gogh's turbulent graph- 
ic power und Matisse’s bold design. 
A myriad brushstokes are 
framed, shuffled or applied straight- 
forward to form τὶ shattered noctur- 
nal atmosphere. Strong shadows 
and darkened corners, barely illumi- 
fated by moonbeam contours in a 
Poe-Iike associution, focus on puetic 
concepts of isolation, detachment 
and a veiled retreat from socicty. 

, In all Porbuchrai’s paintings one

Pincing a replica of an Uzi subma- 
chinegun in the niche of a symmetri- 
cal wall pane] representing a cur- 
tained ark, Ben-David, in an anti- 
Duchampian move, elevates the 
black weapon to an object of wor- 
ship and salvation. “Jewish Art" 
painted across the gunmetal-green 
pane! helps define the work’s cultur- 
al ambiguity and the political for- 
tunes (or misfortunes) we face. 

In other instances, several of 
them confusing or drastically esoter- 
ic, Ben-David attaches slogans like 
“Police State,” “Life in a Totalitar- 
jan State’ and “Kill Arabs" to ab- 
stract canvases and a strangely ex- 
pressive cartoon depicting a 
vociferous and virulent image of 
Mighty Mouse posed as an allegori- 
cal] substitute for the Israeli 
superman, 

Ben-David offers a message 
which carries mass appeal yet the 
vehicle with which he has chosen to 
deliver the goods is extremely elitist, 
aristocratic and anti-bourgecis, 
something reserved for the art afi- 
cionados, a group already commit- 
ted to the cause and one that will 
probably appreciate Ben-Davidl's 
packages more than their contents.

RACHEL RUBIN (b. Polund, here 
since 1934) is billed as a naive artist.

“ALTNEULAND - The Old and 
the New in Israeli Art,” is the un- 
convincing title selected to give 
some pretence of cohesion to paint- 
ings, drawings and prints, vastly dif- 
fering in subject, quality and style, 
by 50 well-known artists. Indeed, 
their only common denominator is 
that all form part of this gallery's 
collection, built up in Haifa over the 
past 30 years. 

It is conceivable, after research 
and reference to more suitable 
works, that a case might be made for 
an exhibition the theme of which 
contrasts the Vision of the Land 
with its “reality” as expressed by 
past and contemporary local artists. 
Two works from this collection 
could form the opening and con- 
cluding images: etchings by Her- 
mann Struck of Oriental types, pro- 
duced in Germany priur to his 
emigration here in 1923; and a re- 
cent Yigal Tumarkin painting, a pas- 
tiche of Velasquez’s "Las Men- 
inas,” ironically subtitled “Homage 
to Rubber Bullets.”

Now we feel 
100 per cent Kurdish despite the fiuct 
that we are Christians und not 
Moslems like them. We have no 
church in the camp. and we cunnot 
have proper religious ceremonies 
here. Now most of us would like to 
leave for Europe. We do not wani to 
return to [raq where they tried tu 
annihilate us, just like they tried 
with the Kurds.” 

One of the Turkish doctors at the 
Diyarbakir camp told me that some 
refugees pull out their gold teeth or 
hurt themselves just in order to 
leave the camp. If they are sent to 
the nearby hospital they have a 
chance of seeing the town and 
maybe even buying things there. I 
saw some refugees in the centre of 
Diyarbakir. They were wualking 
proudly in their Fesh Mergeh 
uniforms, looking at the shop 
windows us if seeing such things for 
the first time in their lives. 
Diyarbakir, which looks very dull to 
anyone coming from Istanbul, 
looked to them like the centre of the 
world 


I took a taxi to the Miudin camp 
near the Syrian border. 1 arrived 
there in the afternoon. The guards 
at the entrance said that only the 
Vali (the governor) could approve 
my entry. ἱ waited for the governor 
to come there along with a French 
TV crew. When the governor came 
he “suggested” that we all go 
together with him “so wetdon'l get 
lost in the camp."

A 
souree closely invelved in’ party 
fundraising efforts suggests that the 
true figure for all the parties is three 
times the legal amuunt - totalling 
some’ $EOU πη. 

This is all the more amazing, says 
Harry Wall, Jerusalem ‘lor of 
the Bat B'rith Anti-Defamation 
League, when you consider that by 
far the largest component of 
American election spending is the 
purchase of television time - 
something that the Israeli parties are 
given for free! Wall adds that the 
estimate of $325 m. for the previous 
U.S. pall includes all the expenses 
of all the presidentin] candidates in 
the primaries, starting some [8 
months hefore the clection. 

The ADL first took an interest in 
the question of Israeli party 
fundraising when it began to 
investigate the activities of Rabbi 
Mcit Kahane in the U.S, 
Subsequently. the organization 
began to look at the whole picture: 
Most parties claim that about a third 
of their private contributions are 
collected abroad, but the ADL 
estimites that the real figure is 
cluser [ὁ one-half. If the maximum. 
figure is correct, this means that 
more than $40 m. is being raised 
abroad, most of it in the U.S. 

“There are two questions here," 
says Wall, “One is the issue of 
sovercigniy -- whose elections are 
they, anyway? The other is (hat 
nobody knows who the contributors 
are, Which leaves the system wide 
open to abuse. Donors (local or 
foreign) who have cconomic 
interests in Istuel could hé buying 
influence with a future government. | 
Apart from the ethical question, it’s 
ayy awful tot of moncy that could be 
spent on more worthwhile things.” 

Former state comptroller Yitzhak 
Tunik has been well aware of this 
problem. Reporting on the 
implementation of the Parties 
Financing Law, he wrote 10 Knesset 
Speaker Shlomo Hillel in 1985: 

“The expenses are very high, and 
a considernble part comes from the 
public purse. The contributions 
raised privately could also be 
directed to other economic targets. . 
The time has come therefore to 

- examine the expenses of the variaus 

Knesset factions and to seck ways of 

saving and limiting.” There is no 

evidence that Tunik’s remarks have 
had any effect whatsoever on the 
nation’s leaders. 


1% purpose of the Parties 
Financing Law was to ensure that 
Isracl’s political parties would 
maintain their independence and 
not be behelden to corporations or 
wealthy donors. But in granting the 
parties generous allocations from 
the stife treasury, the law still 
permits unlimited fundraising. The 
only fimit placed by the law is on 
spending. Parties are permitted to 
spend only twice as much as they are 
granted by the state. 

In the U.S., no individual may 
give more than $5,000 to a political

party, although by contributing 
through potitical action committees 
or donating in the name of other 
fumily members, a person can in fact 
donate as much as $25,000. 

In this country, although 
businesses, corporations and public 
bodies may not make donations to 
political parties, there is no limit on 
how much an individual muy give. 
Tunik has suggested setting a 
$25,000 limit on individual 
contributions. Knesset Member 
Amnon Rubinstein's legislative 
proposal for a NIS 30,000 ceiling in 
an election year is still being 
discussed in committee. 

Knesset comptroller Ya'acov 
Lemberger, who implements the 
law on behalf of the Speaker, 
explains that party allocations are 
linked to the cost of living index. 
Currently, cach faction is entitled to 
receive NIS 207,000 per member, 
which is paid as follows: 60 per cent 
in advance (on the dasis of present 
numbers); 25 per cent after the 
election results are officially 
gazetted (the amount being 
adjusted for the number elected); 
and 15 per cent after the state 
comptroller has examined the 
accounts of the parties and found 
them in order. 

The only recourse the comptroller 
has if a party is guilty of improper 
behaviour, such as overspending or 
receiving ἃ gift fram ἃ corporation, 
is to withhold all or part of the final 
15 per cent. According to Labour's 
Firon, this is a severe penalty, and 
one that ensures that the parties 
obey the law. But a mensure of 
scepticism here is permissible. 
Firstly, there is no guarrantce that 
the accounts presented to the state 
comptroller are full and accurate; 
secondly, the parties have in the 
past openly flouted the limits. 

[5 his report on the 1984 pall, the 
comptroller noted that Labour 
averspent the limits by 2.4 per cent, 
the National Religiaus Party by 109 
per cent, Aharon Abuhatzeirn’s 
Tami by 246 per cent, and Ezer 
Weizman's Yahad by a staggering 
1,346 per cent! Even taking into 
account that Yahad, Tami and the 
NRP undoubtedly hoped for better 
results (allowing them to spend 
more money), the extent of the

overspending is mind-boggling. 

So what is to be done? MK 
Menahem Hacohen, who this year 
winds up a long career in the House 
~ he is no. 114 on the Labour list -- is 
one of those who has been 
outspoken about fundraising by his 
own party as well as the others. He 
hopes that public opinion can be 
mobilized against the excesses, but 
concedes that further legislation 
inigat be necessary. 

‘undraising by Israel's national 
leaders is contemptible, in his 
Opinion. He is particularly harsh in 
his condemnation of Prime Minister 
Shamir and Vice Premicr Peres 
who, he says, have raised huge sums 
this year. 

“Peres and Shamir went to the 
U.S. on behalf of Israel in their 
Official capacities,” Hacohen points 
out. “They met with President 
Reagan and Secretary Shultz as 
representatives of a sovereign state. 
Then they went on to meetings with 
tich donors and shnorerei. It is 
undignified, to say the very least.” 

He observes that many of the big 
givers — here as well as abroad -- 
have economic interests in the 
country: “There is an unpleasant 
smell about it,” he says, adding that 
in his view, political leaders down to 
the rank of deputy minister should 
be prevented from tnising money for 
the parties, just as civil servants are. 

The ADL is convinced that 
legislation compelling the parties to 
disclose the sources of their funds 
would in itself limit the donations. 
“At least we would know where the 
money is coming from,” comments 
Wall. 

There are those who suggest that 
the state comptroller should publish 
a list of the sources known to her. 
But the law is clear, says the 
spokesman of the comptroller's 
office: The comptroller must be 
concerned with determining three 
things: Did a party receive illegal 
contributions (from a corporation or 
business)? Did it overspend? Did it 
keep its books properly? 

So a comptroller might publish a 
list of sources one day, but that day 
does not seem to have arrived. The 
ADL is hoping for a multi-party 
effort to introduce legislation after 
the elections, both to, make 
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disclosuse of sources compulsary, 
and τὸ limit) the sizeof 
comtributions. Labonr’s Tain 
Ramon and the Likud’s Dan 
Mendon are mentioned as two 
young MKs who are prepared te 
fend αὶ band in this effort. At the 
same dine, the ADL. intends to 
min the U.S. against 
s contributing τὰ tsiael's 
potilival parties.

David Bar-On, director-general 
of Isracl Bonds in Jerusalem, 
checked with bonds leaders in the 
U.S. and was tuld that there had 
been no decline in bonds buying as a 
result of the party efforis. 

“From my own experience, I can 
tell you that if somebody doesn't 
want to buy bonds, he will find in 


τ excuse,” he says. “He doesn't need 
the party alibi.” In fact, Bar-On 


addes, bonds sales are going well 


‘u and are unaffected even by the 


intifada and current criticism of 
Israel in the American media. 

Joe Dushansky, information 
director of the Keren Hayesod in 
Jerusalem, notes that, “Those who 
give to the parties are devoted 
Zionists who would never deduct 
their contributions from what they 
give to the UJA. Only a relatively 
small number are jnvolved; the mass 
of our donors know nothing about 
Israeli politics and wouldn't think of 
giving to a political party.” 

Bernard Cherrick, vice president 
of the Hebrew University, gives a 
similar answer. 

“No one has ever told me that he 
cannot make a donation because he 
already gave to Lubour or Likud,” 
he says, “nor have { ever had the 
feeling that J missed the bout for 
that reason.” He also affirms that 
fundraising is going well just now, 
despite the current political climate. 


W hat is the money raised abroad 
and here actually spent on’? 
Party spokesmen ure not willing to 
give details. No one in the Likud 
could be found who would. talk 
about money. Labour's Mike Firon 
asked for time to think about the 
question, He then said: “I won't 
give you the information, because it 
would reveal our cards. That is 
Rome the sort of information I'd 
ike from the other side.” He paused 
before adding: “Of course, | mean 
without resorting to spying or wire- 
faps.” 

Labour claims to have reached a 
million people by phone. Assuming 
that the calls were local, and that 
each contact took three calls to pin 
down, that is already a cool NIS im. 

What else could the money be 
used for? A thousand minutes of 
television time have been allocated 
to all the parties. Documentary 
work can cost as much as $3,000 per 
minute, but much of the broadcast 
time is used for studio interviews 
and talks, which are cheaper. 
However, even assuming that al! the 
parties use documentaries all the 
time, we only reach a total of NIS 3 
ἴῃ. for all the parties, or a little less 
than $2 m. ~ far short of the alleged 
$100 m. figure, or even of the 
Officially sanctioned NIS 50m. 

What about newspaper 
advertising? The Jerusalem Post, 
which is similar in its rates to the 
Hebrew morning dailies, charges 
around NIS 9,000 plus VAT for a 
full-page ad during the week, and 
NIS 11,000 plus VAT on Friday. ‘Aa 
ad in the magazine, with its smaller 
pages, Comes to around NIS 5,000. 
To these prices, one has to add 25 
Per cent for colour (lots of election 
ads use at least one). Even if a party 


put in several ads every week fur the 
two months before the election, ἢ 
would still amount to much less than 
the ameunts of Money mentioned 
above. This is alse the case with the 
afternacn dailies, even though they 
charge quite a hit more ~ e.g, NIS 
12,500 fora full page att the weekend 
or, for a double: ον, full-colour 
spread ina Friday afternaon Paper, 
NIS o1,000, Big money ~ but it still 
doesn'l explain the figures. Even the 
enormous quantity af leaflets, 
posters, pamphlets, stickers, fliers 
and se on dees not aveount for the 
huge sums expended. 

Although the purties aren't 
talking, it isan open sceret that their 
matin expense is manpower, the 
chormous numbers of paid 
employces taken on for the election 
campaign. These peuple man local 
campaign headquarters, answer 
phones, address envelopes, past 
notices, canvass in the streets, and 
organize parlour meetings and 
public assemblies. The staff are also 
moblized to bring out the vote on 
election day, transporting sick, 
elderly and other voters to the 
polling booths. 


Ὁ cap it all, there is evidence that 

the campaign has very little 
influence on the way people vote, 
and that such influence as it does 
have is decreasing with every 
election. Dr. Dan Cuspi, a lecturer 
in communications at the Open 
University who has made extensive 
studies of the effect of campaigns on 
voting decisions, points vut that the 
so-culled “floating voter,” the one 
whose vote everyone is after, is the 
leust interested in politics, and 
therefore the least likely to watch 
television, read the newspaper ads, 
or listen to the radio. 

The broadeasts do not, for the 
most part, change minds, le says. 
Their main function is to rally the 
faithful, liven up the campaign, and 
create a special atmosphere. The 
paradax here is chat, as the 
vampiigns - and, particularly, the 
television broadcasts - become 
more sophisticated, they also 
become fess effective. 

Ina book he co-suthored in 1984, 
The Roots of Bepin's Success, Caspt 
surveyed the effects of propaganda 
on electoral decisions wp to (he 1981 
election. Although in 1969 (the first 
τι ἢ election when television was 
used) TV brovdcists were very 
amateurish (by today's standards}, 
with political leaders simply talking 
to the camern, they were more 
influential than today's. Half those 
questioned said they watched the 
broadcasts “to obtain information. 
By 1981, this figure had dropped to 
8 third, ὺ 

As the broadcasts became slicker 
and more professional, increasing 
numbers of viewers watched them 
“for entertainment.” In 18h 
nearly two-thirds of the voters 5a) 
they had made up their minds 
before the campaign began; only 2 
per cent admitted to deciding who to 
vote for during the course of the 
campaign. 

According to 70 per cent of thase 
polled after the 1981 elections. the 
campaign neither helped nor 
hindered them in deciding whom 10 
vote for. Seventeen per cent said the 
campaign helped them to decide; 1 
per cent said it hindered them. 
Younger voters were mare positive 
than veterans, with 21 per cen 
saying the campaign was useful ι 
them, as opposed to only 10 per yi 
of veterans. Just under 25 per cen 
of Israeli-born voters decided i 
vote during the campaign, wheres 
69 per cent of veterans had decide 
before the campaign got under way. 

There is some evidence tha 
Likud voters are more susceptible 
than Labour supporters, In 1981,

In 
fact a half-dozen works in this show 
are already in the permanent collec- 
tions of the Isruel and Tel Aviv Mu- 
seums, donated by Swiss collectors. 
One or two have surfaced from time 
to time in other international shows 
and one, if 1 am not mistaken, was 
recently offered at an auction of an 

- estate. 

But, for the most part, these 
works are relatively unknown, hav- 
ing been “out of circulation” for a 
considerable time. If there are few 
real surprises in the show, it is onl 
because these paintings are of suc 
good quulity and fully representa- 
tive of the period in the artist's oeu- 
vre. The real surprise is that so 
many collectors were willing to let 


There are three superb early 
paintings by two of Germany's lead- 
Ing expressionists: trick cyclists, 
1911 and a nude, 1912, by Ernst 
Ludwig Kirschner; and a fascinating 
composition of fishermen in a boat 
by Max Pechstein, made in 1918 and 
the sort of painting that had a pro- 
found influence on several member 
of the Tel Aviv school of the 
Twenties. 

The litany of major works contin- 
ues but space prevents us from going 
into detail: a rare, non-kitsch Utrillo 
from 1910; an outstanding, gtorious- 
ly coloured and composed nude in a 
bath by Bonnard, 1917, surely a ma- 
jor work; a curiously posed but bril- 
liantly rhythmical Modigliani of his 
long-suffering Jeanne, 1918; an un- 
dated but strongly designed early 
Chagall of an angel blessing a bride 
and groom; and an extraordinary 
Foujita portrait of two children 
made in Paris in 1918 (the boy looks 
just like that little beast Cuthbertson 
from Tom Brown's Schooldays). 
Foujita left his beloved Paris for his 
native Japan when the Second

The most startling portrait in the 
show is the famous, despairing de- 
piction of “The Old Actress” by 
Chaim ‘Soutine, one of the very fin- 
est examples of his humanist expres- 
sionism, started in 1921 and com- 
pleted only in 1924; all its distortions 
are horribly convincing. Nothing 
could be further removed from it 
than the geometric painted assem- 
blage by Friedrich Vordemberge- 
Gildewart, made in 1927 after he 
had joined the De Stijl group; it isa 
total abstraction that radiates a hu- 
man serenity. 


An early Balthus, 1935, of Ma- 


dame Cassandre and her children, 
offers more than u hint of the eeri- 
ness and eroticism that was to char- 
acterize his later paintings of adoles- 
cents. A curiosity, but little more, is 
a 1937 painting by renowned archi- 
tect Le Corbusier. Two marvellous 
Rouaults in our museums are famil- 
iar sights. Of more recent vintage 
are a typically sweet but very good 
Marie Laurencin of three young 
girls, 1949; and the single sculpture

these ever more valuable gems out of 
their presumably well-guarded 
homes, exposing them to the haz- 
ards of travel. Such an accumulation 
of acts of faith is an extraordinary 
tribute to the Israel Museum and its 
staff. 

The tite of this show is something 
of a misnomer; it seems to have 
been coined largely for its catchiness 
and justified only by the chronology 
of the purticulur works rather than 
their makers’ pluces in art history. 
The Monet is nevertheless one of 
the earliest on view, a haystack from 
1880, while the Matisse is a late and 
lively interior from 1948: but the 
array runs from Impressionism and 
post-Impressionism to Surrealism 
and the minimalist hard-edge geo- 
metrical painting of Bill and Lohse, 
all very much posi-Matissenn paint- 
ers. From an art-history point of 
view, Matisse can just as well be 
placed some four decades earlier, 
hence the misleading nature of the 

_ Show's title. 

In any case, the exhibit is to be 
arrunged more or less chronolagi- 
cally, as is, though loosely enough, 
the catalogue. The very carliest

A post-war committee had the daunting task to find 
and redeem or reclaim the many Jewish children 

handed over by desperate parents to friendly Poles in 


order to save them from death. A total of 968 children 
were saved. Ernie Meyer tells the story. 


Shc told of a young girl who after 
being taken out of her foster home 
asked her: “Ludy, do you want to be 
my mother?" 

Nishmit said that many of the 
Polish and Ukrainian foster parents 
loved their Jewish wards as much as 
they did their own children. “We 
often faced the tragedy of having to 
tear a child away from its natural 
selting. 1 asked myself whether we 
had the right to plunge a child into a 
strange world.” (It must be kept in 
mind that even after their 
restoration to the Jewish people, the 
youngsters faced at best make-shift 
educational facilities, illegal exit 
from Poland, and a dangerous 
voyage to Eretz Yisrael. This was 
followed by often rocky absorption 
in a kibbutz or children’s village. 

Said Nishmit: “But now that I see 
so many of the children that passed 
through our hands established with 
their families here, ] know that we 
did the right thing then.” 

To illustrate the problematic 
nature of the work, she told of the 
17-year-old Jewish girl who had 
been adopted by a Polish colone] 
and his wife, who already had a 
daughter of their own. The girl had 
not been told of her Jewish origin. 
But after the war; when she started 
going out with boys, her upper-class 
“mother” remonstrated with her 
and told her that such conduct was 
unbecoming in their circles. 

“Your Jewish blood is coming to 
the fore,” the woman shouted in 
uncontrolled anger. At that the girl 
tried to commit suicide by jum ing 
Out of the window of the third-floor 


toom they were in. But she only 
broke both her legs and survived. 
Eventually she reached [sracl, but 
did not find her place here. She 
returned to Poland, where she also 
no longer fitted in. “She then went 
to Sweden, where I lost track of 
her," Nishmit said. 

, “In many cases the children were 
in good, loving homes. and we could 
not get them out,” she noted. She 
also related the case of a survivor 
who after the war established 
himself in Australia. His only 
daughter had been saved by nuns. 
She was a nun herself now, and her 
father could not induce her to leave 
the monastery. 

But speaker after speaker 
Stressed that many altruistic Poles 
teadily relinquished their wards 
after the war. 

_In another case, Nishmit said, a 
girl of 12 had clung to her Madonna 
medallion after leaving her foster 
home. In 1946, when she was 
Scheduled to join a group of iegal 
immigrants making their way to 
Eretz Yisrael, she gave her 
medallion to Nishmit and said: “I 
leave Poland now, but you are 
Jewish and stay behind. You need 
the protection of the Madonna as | 
needed it before.” 


KORISKY divided the type of 
Peopie who sheltered Jewish 
children into four groups: 

O Righteous Gentiles, who saved 
children without thought of 
compensation and who made no 
effort fo turn them into Christians. 

O Childless couples, who brought 


ue 


the children up as Christians and 
later often refused to relinquish 
them. 

0 Peaple who took in children for 
money and after the war demanded 
More money to give them up. “In 
some cuse these people demanded a 
plane ticket and visa to the U.S., 
Canada or Australia, using the 
youngsters in an attempt to leave 
Communist Poland.” 

O Unserupulous characters who 
for large sums promised to trace 
children or offered to uct as go- 
betweens with their foster parents. 
Trying to sqeeze money out of the 
committee was ἃ lempling 
Proposition, since it was well- 
supplied with funds, mostly by the 
Antrican Joint. 

Korisky stressed that many 

Mmoniusteries acted from purely 
humanitarian motives and made no 
attempt to convert their wards. 
_ In this connection it was 
interesting to note that the majority 
of the persons in the audience who 
had been redeemed by the 
committee were women. This was 
because in war-time Poland it was 
easier to hide a Jewish girl than a 
boy, who could easily be given away 
by his circumcision. 4 

The difficulties of re-educating 
the youngsters in the committee's 
four hostels ~ two in Lodz and two in 
Silesia ~ were described by David 
Shirman. 

“In our youthful naivete we bad 
no idea of the obstacles we faced. 
but we had the Zionist spirit. Many 
of the youngsters initially hated 
their Judaism." He described how 
caly the ceremony of hiding the 
afikoman during the Passover seder 
succeeded in kindling the faint 
memory of his Jewish past in 4 
young boy. 3 

With his wavy shock of grey hair. 
Shirman, now in his sixties, still 
seemed to personify the youthful 
enthusiasm that infused the activists

re Lewinsky, the lormer 
treasurer of the Jewish Agency, was 
in charge of Youth Aliya at the end 
of the war. He said chit at the time 
officials did not realize tht it wi 
not enough τὰν bring the youngsters 
home tv Erety Yisrael, but that they 
also had to be redeemed emotionally, 
“We had = difficulties ἴῃ 
understanding the wandering, 
roolless children. We only ltd the 
precedent of the Teherun children 
to guide us. This was not a battle 
that could be won completely.” 

To be an effective activist - there 
were less than a dozen ~ one had to 
be a surviver oneself, familiar with 
the Polish language and customs. 
The committee's work came to an 
abrupt and premature end early in 
1949 due to political developments. 
It was not taken up again later. 


DR. MORDECHAI PALDIEL, 
who heads the department at Yud 
Vashem dealing with Righteous 
Gentiles, helped 7he Jerusalem Post 
see the problem of the Puolish 
children in a broader context.

In Holland, where more than 80 
per vent of the Jews were killed by 
the Germans, a government 
commission of Jews and non-Jews 
was set up after the war {0 deal with 
orphaned Jewish children sheltered 
by gentiles. The commission 
handled 3.480 cases. In only 360 of 
these was it decided that it: was 
better for the children to stay with 
their foster parents - while 
remiining Jews. ‘There were only 16 
cases in which youngsters had been 


converted to Christianity. 

The Jewish population of France, 
Holland and Belgium was only a 
small fraction of the three million 
Jews in Poland. The mere 968 
children recovered in Poland must 
be compared to the thousands in the 
West returned to the Jewish fold 
without undue effort.

“Howev- 
a cautioned, “these peo- 
ple, who showed such tremen- 
dous strength and were able to 
enlist all their faculties in re- 
building their lives, ure now 
growing old.” 

No longer can they suppress 
their memories by hard work. 
‘Their defences are down as they 
grow older and become more 
vulnerable. Old age is a time of 
losses. of spouses who die, chil- 
dren who move away. {t is then 
that the effects of the Holocaust 
suddenly come to the fore. and 


many ageing survivars need 
help. 


BUT AMCHA was not estab- 
lished only for the older Holo- 
caust survivors. ‘There are two 
other categories of people who 
are using (he counselling service 
to advantage. 

Those who were children dur- 
ing the war yeits are new ap- 
prouching their 40... Psycholugi- 
cally, this generation is at high 
risk, for in most cases they sul- 
fered vast emotional losses at an 
impressionable age. 

The second generation of [lo- 
lucaust survivors are also finding 
they have many common prob- 
lems, Even in families where the 
parents didn’t talk about their 
experiences, the children often 
got an unspoken message. They 
were also over-protected and 
made to feel that they had to live 
for all those who didn’t survive. 

“Talways felt | had to compen- 
sate for my parents’ hard life.” 
suid one young woman who ut- 
tended « group meeting for 56- 
cond-generationers organized by 
Amchia. 

Another member of the 
group, # novice teacher, recalled 
that whenever she went oul, 
even ἰὼ schvol or the grocery 
store, she felt her mother wasn't 
sure she'd return. Other children 
of Holocaust victims discussed 
the stress pul on food in their 
home, or the feeling that the 
children had to protect their par- 
ents, rather than the other way 
around, ;

‘Those who were children dur- 
ing the Holocaust still have diffi- 
culties building lasting relation- 
ships. They may have married 
and had children, but their atti- 
tude to their children is often in- 
hibited. They are also beset with 
unfounded fears and problems of 
sleep that must be dealt with. 

Hana is proud of the fact that 
the therapists at Amcna usually 
can communicate in the native 
language of the clients. She feels 
it is extremely important that 
deeply-felt. cxperiences should 
be expressed in one’s mother 
tongue, especially for the older 
visitors. 

Most of the staff are still part 
time, and work clsewhere unless 
necded at the office. At Amcha’s 
quarters in Bayit Vegan in Jeru- 
salem, usually only Tana, her 
secretary and her assistant, Mi- 
chael Van-Dijk, are on duty.

Bury- 
ing an air conditioner for heating is 
worthwhile aafy if you alse want it 
for cooling in summertime, 5 
Roitgur. IL is et practices 
inp alone, since the initia! pure 
and installittion are very expensive. 
Hf you already own an air condi- 
tioner with a reverse-cycle heat 
pump, you should certainly use it for 
heating in wintertime, Roitgur says. 
The heat produced will eost ahout 
half the price it would with another 
electrical method, but also less than 
with any other heating fuel, even 
simple kerosene. Some consumers 
get confused because they know that 
an air conditioner is expensive to 
run for cooling. Operating its re- 
verse heat-pump in winter, howev- 
er, ἰδ not such a costly business, 


GENERALLY SPEAKING. air 
conditioning is a safe, quick and 
comfortable way to heat. On the 
negalive side, it's noisy (though 
split-unils are virtually silent), and 
you will have to stagger usage with 
other electrical appliances ta avoid 
overloading your power cupucity 
(unless you have three-phase 
wiring). 

Virtually all air conditioners sold 
in Israel today have heating capacity 
built in. The only unfamiliar name 
in air conditioners exhibited at the 
Centre was the “Conkord"(sic), a 
split-unit type produced by Irus Air 
Canditioning of Netivot, a new suh- 
sidiary of Shaul Eisenberg's eco- 
nomic empire. All | know about it is 
that its commerical office is in Beit 
Asin in Tel Aviv, 


HOW MUCH IT will cost to heat « 
home this winter is impossible to say 
in general terms, because so many 
variables are involved - geographical 
area , size of the home and its insula- 
tion, residents” living habits, ete. 
Anyone prepared ta decipher u 
chart listing all these variables can 
get one from the Energy Advisory 
Bureaux (addresses below). 

For my part. 1 shall point out just 
two figures - the lowest and 
highes! cost of an hour's heating 
throughout # 100-sq.m.flat in an 
apartment building. 

A well-insulated flat in the semi- 
tropical Jordan Valley or the Aravi. 
using un air conditioner, can get an 
hour's heat fora mere 23 aporot. On 
the other hand, 1 poorly-insulated 
flat ina cw! hilly region. such as 
Jerusalem or Safad. using portable 
electric heaters, will require a whop- 
ping NIS 1.87 to heat the home for 
an hour. -

wood-burning stoves, and electrical 
heating nets which go underneath 
wall-to-wall carpeting or under tiles. 

Roitgur has considerable reserva- 
lions about the heating nets. She 
paints out that wall-to-wall carpet- 
Ing is expensive to install, and coo! 
tile floors, which are mopped with 
water, are better suited to our 
climate, 

What she does not recommend al 
all is under-tile heating. This is very 
inefficient in terms of energy, she 
says, because of the time it takes to 
heat the tiles themselves before they 
begin giving off heat to the air 
above. 

To the best uf my knowledge, 
there is so far only one company in 
the country manufacturing and sell- 
ing wnder-carpet or under-tile elec- 
trical heating. This is the Nahariya- 
based D.K. Fleating Systems, whose 
Hebrew name for its product is yer- 
ivat himum. Manufacturer Danny 
Klein says the official terminology in 
English is “prefabricated heating 
wire inserted in a textile net.” 

D.K. Heating Systems claims that 
this is an economical method, as 
well as a comfortable one, providing 
very even type of heat, because it 
rises uniformly from all areas of the 
floar. It calls this a safe method, 
too, as all the actual heating ele- 
ments are out of touch, and particu- 
larly recommends il for children’s 
rooms. 


ONE MAJOR drawback to the Na- 
hariya product at present is that 
there is as yet no official Israel Stan- 
dards Institution (ISI) approval for 
its safely claims. Klein says It has 
been approved abroad under the 
“rigorous West German Standard" 
and Switzerland's as well, and that it 
is about to receive the respected Un- 
derwriters’ Laboratories (UL) label 
in the U.S. 

The 15] tells me that there is an 
almost-completed local “specifica- 


tion” (rnifrat) by which it will be 
possible to test such floor-type heat- 
ing nets. If they pass inspection, the 
TSI could grant them a “supervision 
emblem" — a fav hashgaha, compa- 
rable for all practical purposes to a 
ταν teken, or “Standard's emblem"). 
Meanwhile, no such product on the 
market here hus its blessing. 

At the Electrical Department of 
the ISI, testing engineer ltamar 
Weinstein says the public should he 
wary of any such heating product 
that does not carry an official Stan- 
dards Institution seal of approval. 

D.K. Heating Systems’ literature 
Says its under-the-carpet nets are re- 
sistant to moisture, based on (ests 
done elsewhere, and Danny Klein is 
unhappy with the way the ISI has 
been handling his requests for local 
approval. He says it would be better 
off adopting in totality one of the 
existing European Standards for 
such heating nets, rather than both- 
ering to write a specification of their 
own. 

The Nuhariyn-made heating nets 
are marketed to the public either 
direct from the factory or through 
the retail chain of Carmel Carpets 
shops (called Beit Carmel). People 
who are interested in more details 
may be better off turning directly to 
D.K. Heating Systems, POB 189, 
Nahariya 22101, Tel. 04-920241, 
whose technical information is likely 
to be more reliable than through 
Carmel. 

Apart from what one pays for the 
carpeting itself, every square metre 
of the Nahariya-made heating net, 
with [15 spongy underlayer, costs 
NIS 57.50 including VAT, but not 
including installation. However, 
one doesn'l figure a full metre of 
netting for every metre of floor 
space, since only 60-70 per cent of 
the floor area needs to be covered. 


REGARDING THE safety inspee- 
tion of most other heating devices

uct. A consumer is entitled to ask to 
see a ae teken symbol (the Hebrew 
letter taf within a triangle) on any 
heating device betere he buys it. 

Imported products which work on 
elecuivity, gas or kerosene are re- 
quired to meet the relevant official 
Israeli Standard, but are not permit- 
ted to carry the lucal emblem. How- 
ever, wood-burning stoves lack an 
Israeli Standard, and hence have no 
testing requirement, { was informed 
by Ziva Pattir of the ISI's Quilitv 
Control Department. In other 
words, a consumer buying such a 
steve can rely only on the reputation 
of the particular brand, imported or 
local. 

As far the practicality of wood- 
burning stoves. engineer Roitgur at 
the Buikding Centre has never heen 
particularly in favour of them. But 
she has mellowed somewhat this 
year, “because there are such beau- 
tiful ones available these days.” 

She warns, however, that wond- 
burning stoves require a lot of work, 
and that they are suitnble alniost 
solely in private houses and not in 
apartment buildings. 

The biggest eye-catchers at the 
exhibition were the slim-line 
French-made Godin wood burners, 
in turn-of-the-century Belle Epoque 
style. They are imported by Gechalit 
of Tel Aviv (tel. U3-231942) and 
Beersheba (057-77360), which of- 
fers other styles of French stoves 
and fireplaces tou. 

Sharp contenders for attention at 
the Building Centre exhibition were 
the open fireplaces of another 
French brand, René Brisach Che- 
minées, marketed by A. Brafman, 
of Tel Aviv (03-378206 or 375779). 

With traditional-looking black 
iron stoves, there was a local manu- 
facturer, Oranim Metal Works of 
Nokdim near Jerusalem, tel. 02- 
249293 or 249244. Its stoves burn 
either wood or coal. 


IF YOU'RE not going τὸ heat with 
air conditioners, and aren't imterest- 
ed in anything as non-conventional 
us wood stoves or heating nets, you 
are still left with a wide range of 
choices in kerosene, gus and electric 
heating appliances. There is also the 
option of what is called soler (heavy 
fuel oil) for central-heating stoves in 
private houses. 

Fewer and fewer consumers are 
buying portable kerosene heaters 
these days, and it is even difficult to 
find them on the market, Roitgur 
reports. She says that most of those 
sold here are made in Japan; there is 
no longer any brand made in Israel. 

Safety rules dictate that a portable 
kerosene heater should be filled and 
lighted on a balcony or in an outside 
corridor, not inside a dwelling. Both 
kerosene and gas heaters should 
never be used in bedrooms, says 
Roitur, nor in other rooms which 
are primarily intended for children’s 
play or study. 

Any room with a burning kero- 
Sene or gas heater must be properly 
ventilated by leaving a window or 
door open to the outside air al least 
acrack. The energy advisers used to 
say that it wasn't worthwhile having 
proper weather-stripping around 
windows and doors in any room ear- 
marked for gas or kerosene heating. 
, Roitgur recommends that ail 
fooms be as well insulated and 
weather-sealed as possible, but at 
the same time she stresses that a 
window or outside door must be de- 
liberately opened at least a crack 
when using gas or kerosene to heat. 
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hazard draughts arcunct windows,

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THE ISRAEL ELECTRIC Corpo- 
ration has already issued dire wara- 
ings that frequent power failures 
may he a feature of the winter as 
well as the summer, its more and 
more Isritelis choose electicity for 
heating. ᾿ 

The energy advisory bureaux da 
their best to make the public under. 
stand that electrical heaters come in 
several distinct types, meant for dif- 
ferent purposes and with differen 
levels of energy efficiency. 

There are (wo busic types of “sput 
heaters," which du little more than 
warm it person sitting very close by. 
Spot heaters may have visible infra- 
red cuils, or they may have hidden 
coils and an air blower. Neither type 
is intended to warm entire roams, 
But they are cheap to buy, light to 
carry from place to place, and easy 
to slore off-season. 

The energy advisers warn that 
both these types of spot heaters are 
big energy-consumers in relation to 
the amount of heat they give off. 
The type with open infrared coils 
also poses a safety problem. 

For more serious heating of entire 
rooms, OF “space heating” as op- 
posed tw “spot henting,” there are 
also two matin types of electrical ap- 
pliances. One is the oil-filled radia- 
tor, which heats up slowly and then 
gives off its heat silently and steadi- 
ly 


Then there is the popular convec- 
tor type of electric heater. As its 
name implies, the method relies 
mainly on the natural convection of 
hot-air currents rising from the body 
made of rather thin metal, while 
cool air is drawn into it. 

For children's rooms, the oil- 
filled radiators hive traditionally 
been more popular. ‘The convectors 
are also safe for children's rooms, 
Roitgur says, but she recommends 
the ones without bouster blowers for 
small work-and-play rooms, as these 
are more comfortable without 
forced blasts of hot air. 

In everyday shopping language. 
the terms “radiator” and “convec- 
tor” are familiar in Hebrew as well 
as in English. 

For bathrooms, one should only 
use electrical heaters authorized 
specifically for this purpose. Gener- 
ally, these are infrared bar heaters 
which hang high on the wail and are 
operated with a string cord, which is 
a non-conductor of electricity. 


AS IN FORMER years, the Energy 
Ministry in conjunction with the Is 
rael Building Centre operates a free 
advisory service on the subject of 
winter heating and, in fact, anything 
connected with the engineering. al 
chitectural or legal aspects of bui 

ing and energy conservation.

SH SACHS'S collection of 
ane Kohl, assembles 33 years of 
writing, but it is acompact book 
the poems tou ire strict in, form and 
condensed. Sachs maintains a cer- 
tain distance from his themes of 
landscape, aml of inter-connected 
man and nature, so as not fo suiren- 
der to nostalgia or an overt roman- 
ticsm. There could be a danger in 
such moods for several of the poems 
engage with an extremely attrictive 

. There is a constant presence 
here of past ideals, unattainable now 
ina present that has shed them. 

Time and again the poet returns to 
the memory of his parents, who 
evidently lived in a landscape of 
orange groves, a setting relt to repre- 
sent a lost paradise. 

Above their orange grove 

the noble falcon is frozen. 

dtmarks in azure a perfect circle. 
Another poem refers to “my futher 
the orange grove,” as though he 
were a mythical figure intimately 
bound to the life of trees and earth, 
therefore able to live the life of the 
tree, and dying upright like the tree. 

My father loved citrus trees... 

Grafted himself on a sweet 

lemon... 

Didn't bend. Just broke. 

Wasn't pruned. Wasn't chopped. 

Just broke of himself. 

Literally. Allusively. Deeply. 

Secretly. 
{The last line refers to the traditional 
exegesis of the term Pardess, in [e- 
brew both a citrus grove and the 
orchard of knowledge.) 

The book muaintiins a restrained 
and balanced conversational tone 
throughout. No flights of pathos, no 
descent to a threadbare speech strip- 
ped of its proper connotations.

Nonetheless, it would be a mis- 
take to call this poetry hedonistic.

And many 
images of pleasure in these poems 
are qualified by the poet's grasp of 
the interdependence of giving and 
taking. ‘The first poem in the book 
communicat state of total con- 
centration on “the sparkle of the 
sprinkler's drops/The great light 
hidden among the tocks,/ The free 
hoses on the pasture’s slopes 
tf These filled our eyes en-

sion, in a pure and precise way, of 
outer and inner worlds. 

In other puems, Sachs highlights 
the puet's ability to do what others 
can't. In keeping with the restrained 
tone of these poems, here too there 
is no overbearing arrogance, rather a 
statement of fact, with an undertone 
of sorrow, or at any rate a note of 
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resignation, und a concession in ad- 
vance of the impossibility that such 
intense observation could be shared 
with others. A woman sees the 
physical garden but can have only an 
Approximate notion of its inner life. 
“Green remains green™ but she can 
only “guess” what “the velvet vermi- 
lion inside the snapdragon’s jaw" is 
like. 

Sachs’s poetry has always been 
characterised by a consciously minor 
tone, avoidance of rhetoric, precise 
imagery und controlled associations 
which don’t overburden the" poem. 
Maturity has sharpened these vir- 
tues. 

The occasions of these poems are 
often humdrum, only the special 
angle of observation makes them 
unique. A plane flight and the 
accidental touching of an early scar 
resulting from a Caesarean occasion 
thoughts of death but without over- 
complexity or decoration: “When I 
die, the scar, too... will be eaten by 
while worms.” An altractive woman 
parading naked in the kitchen is 
exposed and debunked when “An 
objective observer (From the side, 
or from the grave)/ Would notice a 
piece of toilet paper) Sticking, 
forgotten Between the two checks 
of her behind.” Other debunking 
examples abound. 


THE GARDEN, both as physical 
entity and as the Garden of Life, 
dominates Sachs's poetry. [t appears 
in many surprising contexts.

sweel smell." This kind of eonnec- 
tion with the world could be inter- 
preted as overreaching, for the 
speaker identifies himself with the 
Creator, but the poet transfarms 
Him into a well-meaning human fi- 
gure. The code Gaul pisses on to His 
creatures compels them to affirm 
nature. The tone of affirmation is 
quite light, earnestness would be 
absurd in this context. Eternity, nf- 
ter all, dvesn't exist even in a post's 
creative imagination. 

A delicate cycle of poems, “Par- 
dess Gan Haim” (Grove of the Gar- 
den of Life), shows its author’s abil- 
ity to paint rich and sensuous pic- 
tures with minimalist means. The 
poet provides pleasure without the 
kitsch to which another poct might 
have succumbed. 

“Noah afterwards” is an extreme- 
ly beautiful poem where thought has 
been mellowed by amusement. This 
poem, too, ultimately teuches the 
garden theme, from a viewpoint that 
combines wit and an clegiae note. 
Thinking about the direction in 
which Time leads all its creatures, 
Sachs imagines a relaxed drinking 
session on the deck of the Ark. Like 
the ancient Noah, he's sailing in his 
Love Boat. “We ate no meat be- 
cause all those animals/ came in pairs 
/to mate and multiply." Everything 
seems intended for life and pleasure. 
“We ate crabs, shellfish, sometimes! 
ἃ big fish, nicely fried./ with some 
wine.” Bul this relaxed posture is 
disturbed by the thought that Noah 
is really a refugee from a Deluge of 
sin and punishment. Something 
didn't work out, life didn't display 
itself in proper colours and must end 
like those “fishes choking in the sun/ 

” The “per- 
fume of grass” mixes with “the stink 
of disintegrating flesh." 

Then where is the connection with 
the garden? In the garden before the 
Deluge, Noah remembers his juicy 
tomatoes, fruit of lave. Yet God 
seems to have thought all this a sin. 
So the poem ends with an ironic 
decision: “I won't grow tomatoes. 
Fl plant vines.” And Noah's famous 
predilection for wine ensures that 
the writer's intention is perfectly 
clear. 

The perception that life leads to 
extinction and disintegration of 
course is central to poetry. In Sachs's 
poems, it's accompanied, as I've 
pointed out, by a rejection of illu- 
sions. The best course is to holdon to 
the simplest things, to extract the 
little that can be extracted. The main 
theme of this peetry, I think, is that 
life isn't an epic affair but an opper- 


Amichai and Ya'ir Hurvitz and fine 
translations of Ibn Ezra by Raphael 
Loewe; short fiction by such as 
Yoram Kaniuk; essays by Dannie 
Abse and Gabriel Josipovici. What 
stands out? A sequence of nine

The imagery in these poems is 
extremely rich. And there is a reli- 
lion between scemingly capricious 
images and the core of the poetic 
statement. For exaniple, “Centu- 
tion” piles up images of sensual 
pleasure in order to arrive at the 
surprising conclusion that now 
“Your royal bed of pleasure/Is hid- 
den again between your brows.” In 
another poem, images of a streetful 
of women, und of a garden where the 
speaker discovers "ἃ dark nipple in 
his curious mouth," conclude with a 
militafy parade: “Tank, then 
another tank./Followed by a truck/ 
And a little boy drives them all." 
‘This ironical quotation, from Isaiah 
16.6, points to the absurdity of a 
millennium in our daily life. 


IN HIS poetry, Sachs uses material 
drawn from several cultures, He has 
references to European literature, 
art and history, from Roman, 
medieval and Renaissance sources. 
There is a delicate and sophisticated 
use of connotations derived from 
Hebrew culture, ancient and mod- 
ern. He deploys his complex culture 
to convey emotional states and pre- 
cise formulations of subjective atti- 
tudes about the world. The variety of 
the poems’ constituents imparts a 
whit of the foreign which is not at all 
jarring, and in fact enriches modern 
Hebrew poetry. 

It's not difficult to arrive at the 
hard core of each poem in this book. 
The reader is not impeded in his 
atlempt to get close to the text. The 
external materials transformed in 
the creative laboratory are shaped 
into a far from esoteric poetry. Ina 
sense, even the sonnet fornt cases 
one's encounter with these texis, A 
return to discipline and traditional 
forms, Suchs establishes, docsn'l 
necessarily exclude originality and 
freshness. A poem of upparently 
plain statement, “The Telephone,” 
transforms the simply prosuic, and 
other poems, which perhaps can be 
described as a form of heightened 
speech, maintain a flow and a lucid- 
ity which attest to clear observation. 
Often these poems have an ironical 
stance bul their maker has not lost 
his ability to cast an unaffected and 
loving glance at the world.

This genre of gang-story is a com- 
bination of adventure, heroism and 
detection.

One of the purposes of her hooks 
is to instruct the young reader on 
diverse chapters of Israel's history. 
Don't You Dare To Leuve Me Be- 
hind follows the sume approach. 
Two groups of 13-year-olds are com- 
peting in a bar mitava project during 
the Hanukka vacation, It is a trea- 
sure hunt, arranged by the Nuture 
Protection Society, with the object 
of discovering King Herod's grave. 
The initiative for this came from 
Mirium, who is writing « play about 
Herod, and the hunt begins when 
Miriam's idea is taken up by a smal- 
ler girl, Dedi. 

‘The youngsters, und hopefully the 
young readers (8-13) as well, learn 
much about King Hered and his 
family, and about historical and 
archeological sites connected with 
Herod's life and times. Some of 
Josephus Flavius’s tales are rework- 
ed in Avidar-Tchernovits’s style. 
The language is natural, and the 
Sabra-hevraman dialogue is wholly 
authentic, Yossi Stern's illustrations 
well capture the tone of the story. 


YIGAL LEV'S popularity stems not 
only from his weekly column in the 
Ma‘ariv supplement, but also from 
his ability to relate everyday events 
in a language easy for anyone to 
grasp. 

Fire on the Water tells about Yifat, 
a 10-year-old girl, who comes from 
New York on her annual summer 
visit to Jaffa together with her 
father, a famous painter. By chance, 
and against her will, Yifat becomes 
involved in a ridiculous war, inher- 
ited from earlier generations, be- 
tween two gangs of children, who are

Yifat's 
house stands in the middle. The two 
leaders, having long since seatized 
the senseless destructiveness of the 
fighting, want to make peace, but a 
miserable lad, Amnon, eaten up by 
jealousy, hatred and stubbornness, 


WHILE SURVIVORS of the Holo- 
Caust grow fewer in number, more 
and more Jews throughout the world 
are displaying an interest in Yiddish 
langunge and culture. The Manune- 
fosin spoken by over 10 million 
Ashkenazim in 1939 can never again 
vie with Hebrew, but it is still very 
much alive, particularly within ultra- 
Orthodox communities and their 
yeshivot. An israel television prog- 
Tamme indicated not long ago, 
however, that even some “non- 
religiuus™ young subras (kibbutzniks 
and high school pupils) are begin- 
ning to study Yiddish.

Much to my regret, I have not seen 
the three earlier volumes of this 
handsomely produced Anthology, 
covering themes which range from 
Hassidic and Jewish soldiers" songs 
to lullabies, humour and satire. To 
cater for the largest possible rend- 
ership, each section contains intro- 
ductions in Hebrew,- English and 
Yiddish. Every song likewise 
appears in all three languages, 
together with its musical notation 
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stranded there 50 years ago, in the 
yeur 20RR. 2 

The first notebook they pick up is 
Estella’s diary from September of 
that year. Estella is from Switzer- 
land. She telis how she was chosen 
with 150 other teenagers (12-14) te 
partivipate in a United Nations- 
sponsured summer trip to outer 
space to visit the moon and far-away 
planets. Each country has chesen 
one representative, who, when they 
grow up, will have to work in a 
space-station. 

Estella's space-craft, with 30 chil- 
dren aboard, loses its way and lands 
on a far-off and unknown planet. 
The part of the space ship thal 
accommodated the adult astronauts 
explodes upon landing, leaving the 
children to their own resources. 

The planet looks similar to our 
own, and the children, in contrast to 
their colleagues in Lord of the Flies, 
decide to build a new and better 
society,.based on complete equality. 
The diary ends with their decision to 
erect for themselves a round house, 
different of course from the rec- 
tangular buildings they left behind 
on Earth! 

Book Two, The Girls Rebel, is the 
diary of Haneke from Holland, 
dated October 2088. She describes 
how the youngsters, worried by the 
shortage of food, set out to explore 
the planet. They find fields of 
pineapples and corn. As the corn has 
to be cooked and prepared, a new 
conflict develops: The girls refuse to 
cook for and serve the boys (in the 
way their mothers had worked for 
their fathers), and reject the notion 
that the boys build the house, and 
the girls cook and serve. Here ends 
Haneke's diary. (it appears that 
Women's Lib is making progress 
recently in Israeli children’s books.) 

The Swirskis’ books are entertain- 
ing and readable, and leave us in 
suspense, till the next diary is pub- 
lished. All we knowis that the sequel 
is Paulinio's New Suit. The idea of 
building a new society based on 
freedom, equality and brotherhood 
is naturally appealing to any young 
reader. Μ᾿ only reservations are 
that the debates among the children 
recall the old ideological kibbutz- 
discussions, and that this far-off 
futurist planet is remarkably similar 
to the America discovered by Cal- 
umbus centuries ago. The children, 
no matter from where they come, all 
talk like Sabras.

BECAUSE OF THE MANGO is a 
combination of songs rendered by

THE ENTIRE four-volume book 
comprises 350 Yiddish folk songs -- a 
token selection of the vast wealth 
available.

Magicians’ Book and Types and 
Manners are two smail books of 
poems for the very young, published 
in the Keter-Li series, edited 
Ester Sofer. They could not be more 
different. 

Magicians and witches capture the 
imagination of every child, and I 
would expect a book of magicians to 
hold its readers spellbound with tales 
of the fantastic. Menahem Ben's 
seven tales in verse are unlikely to 
achieve this, Take for example: 
“The man who knows the answer to 
every question.” What are the mys- 
teries this magician can unravel? The 
first is the real name of Little Red 
Riding Hood! [t was Osnat. The next 
is 1 was ἃ hoopoe-bird before birth, 
and, when I am no more, I'll be atall 
lady with curls. And so on. 

This little book, unfortunately, 
lacks humour, and the poems are 
disjointed and disappointing, and 
lacking charm and magic. 


TYPES AND MANNERS is better. 
Each of the animals in the book 
Tepresents ἃ cer! type of be- 
haviour, depicted in unpretentious 
though rather dull verse. 

The horse convenes his colleagues 
to teach them manners, the elephant 
loves making order, the swallow isa 
chatterbox, the rhinoceros learns - 
eventually -- not to push on the bus. 

The last poem in the book tells the 
reader, if he hasn't got the point till 
now, that there are really no be- 
havioural differences between anim- 
als and humans. The main thing is 
that everyone should live together 
agreeably. 

Not terribly original but colourful- 
ly illustrated and very educational.O
